Amend the Laws in England and Ireland relative 
to Larceny and other Offences connected there- 
with. 



W HEREAS by au Act passed, in the Eighth Year of King Preaiablt!- 
George. \ht Fourth, intituled An Act for consolidating 7&SG.i. 
and aim&nding the Laws in England relative to Larceny 
and other Offences connected therewith^ it was among other things 
5 epacted, that every Person convicted of Simple Larceny, or of any 
Felony thereby made punishable like Simple Larceny, should (except 
in the Cases therein>afler otherwise provided for) be liable, at tbe 
Discretion of tbe Comt, to be transported beyond the Seas for the 
Tei*m of Seven Years, or to be otherwise punished as by the said Act 
10 provided: And whereas by an Act passed ,iu the Ninth Year of 

King George the Fourth, .intitaied An ActJhr comoMating aatd^G.'^.i^.^o- 
amending the Laws in, Ireland relative to Larceny and other Offences 
connected therewith, it was among other things enacted, that every 
Person convicted of Simple Larceny, or of any Felony thereby made 
15 punishable like Simple Larceny, should (except in tbe Cases therein- 
after otherwise provided for) be liable, at the Discretion of the Court, 
to be transported beyond tbe Seas for the Term of Seven Years,

or to be otherwise punished as by the same Act provided: And 
whereas it is expedient to abolish the Punishment of Transportation 
for the Offence of Simple Larceny, and for Pelonies by the said Acts 
made punishabJe like Simple Larceny: Be it therefore enacted 
by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice 5 
and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, 
in this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of 
the same, That from and after the First Day of September One 
thousand eight hundred and forty-nine so much of the recited 
Provisions of the said Acts respectively as makes any Person 10 
convicted of Simple Larceny, or of any Felony by such Acts 
respectively made punishable like Simple Larceny, (except in the 
Cases therein-afler otherwise provided for,) liable to be transported 
beyond the Seas for the Term of Seven Years, shall be repealed, but 
every Person so convicted shall be liable, at the Discretion of the 15 
Court, to be othenvise punished as by the said Acts respectively is 
provided. 

II. Provided always, and be it enacted, That if any Person shall 
steal any Chattel or Fixture let to be used by him or her in or with 
auy House^ or Lodging, whether the Contract shall have been entered 20 
into by him or her, or by her Husband, or by any Person on behalf of 
him or her or her. Husband, in case the Value of the Article or Articles 
stolen shall exceed the Sum of Five Pounds, every such Offender, 
being convicted thereof, shall be liable to be punished as if this Act 
had not been passed. 25 

in. Provided also, and be it enacted, That where any Person has 
been twice convicted of any of the Offences punishable upon sum- 
maiy Conviction under the Provisions contained in the said recited 
Acts and an Act of the Eleventh Year of Her Majesty, intituled 
An Act for the more speedy Trial and Punishment of Juvenile 30 
Offenders^ and an Act of the Twelfth Year of Her Majesty, inti- 
tuled An Act for the more speedy Trial and Punishment of Juvenile 
Offenders in Ireland, and an Act of the Eighth Year of King 
George the Fourth, intituled An Act for consolidating and amending 
the Laws in England relative to malicious Injuries to Property, and 35 
an Act of the Ninth Year of King George the Fourth, intituled An 
Act for consolidating and amending the Laws in Ireland relative to 
malicious Injuries to Property, (whether each of the Convictions 
has been in respect of an Offence of the same Description or not, and 
whether such Convictions, or either of them, be before or after the 40 
passing of this Act,) if the Person so twice convicted shall after- 
wai'ds commit the Offence of Simple Larceny, or any Offence by 
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Larceny Acts Amendynent. 3 

the said fij'stly and secondly recited Acts respectively made panish- 
•ible like Simple Larceny, such Offende)-, being con\dcted thereof, 
shall be liable to be punished as if this Act had not been passed. 

IV. And be it enacted, That upon any Indictment against any 
o Person who shall liav'e been twice convicted of Offences punishable 
upon summary Conviction as aforesaid, a Copy of any such Convic- 
tion, certified by the proper Officer of the Court of General or 
Quarter Sessions to which such Conviction shall have been trans- 
mitted or returned, or proved to be a true Copy, shall be sufficient 
iO Evidence to prove such Conviction, and such Conviction shall be 
presumed to be unappealcd against unless the contrary be shown. 
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
